Fruits 
uniform  deep  scarlet;  large;  uniformly  globe  shaped;  smooth,  solid  and 
of  distinct  quality. 

BONNIE  BEST  is  unexcelled  as  a  general  purpose  Tomato;  very  valuable 
as  a  canning  and  shipping  variety  in  northern  sections.  Fruits  evenly 
colored  bright  deep  scarlet-red;  medium  large;  flattened  globe  shape;

PLANTING  NOTES:  When  plants  arrive,  if  your  ground  is  not  in  condition  to 
plant  right  away,  take  the  plants  out  of  the  crate,  cut  the  bands,  spread  them  out 
and  place  the  roots  in  soft  mud.  In  planting,  pack  soil  well  around  the  roots, 
pouring  water  in  the  hole  after  the  plants  are  set  out.  Throw  loose  dirt  around 
the  plants  after  watering  to  keep  the  wet  soil  from  drying  out. 

SPRAYING  NOTES:  For  leaf-eating  insects,  such  as  green  worms,  use  (1)  one 
part  of  arsenate  of  lead  and  (3)  three  parts  of  hydrated  lime.  Dust  heaviest 
where  worms  are  most  abundant.  Repeat  every  ten  days  until  worms  are 
controlled. 

For  sucking  insects,  such  as  lice,  use  12  ounces  of  nicotine  sulphate  to  nine 
pounds  of  lime.  Dust  during  the  hot  part  of  the  day  when  the  wind  is  not 
blowing. 

For  protection  against  disease,  use  bordeaux  (four  pounds  copper  sulphate,  four 
pounds  stone  lime)  to  50  gallons  of  water.  It  is  necessary  to  get  a  complete 
coverage  to  stop  the  spread  of  fungi.
